Scott Barnes, 29, Oak Lawn, has been 
found guilty of reckless homicide and one 
count of driving under the influence of 
alcohol, in connection with the traffic death 
of Mary Carney, 41, Antioch. — • 

After a three-day trial, that began on Wed- 
nesday, April 13, a Lake County jury retur- 
ned with a guilty verdict on two of the three 
charges against Barnes, on Friday, April 15. 

The jury, after deliberatirlg for five hours, 
found Barnes innocent of the second charge 
of driving while under the influence. The 
presiding judge, William Block, set May 20 
for the sentencing date. 

The maximum sentence that Barnes could 
receive on the homicide charge is three- 
years in jail and one year" is the most he can- 
receive for the drunk driving charge. Both 
sentences will have to be served con- 
currently, so the maximum time that Barnes 
can possibly serve in prison is three ye^rs. 

*In finding Barries guilty, the jury rejected 
the testimony of Dr. Victor Berger, Palos 
Heights, who had diagnosed Barnes as a nar- 
colepsy victim. 

Barnes admitted to deleting the fact that 
he suffered from seizures froni his drivers' 
license application. 

Berger testified that this disease could 

cause Barnes to fall asleep without warning. 

Tlie defense 'claimed that such an '^attack 

-caused the vehicle that Barnes was driving 



to cross the center line of Rte. 83 and crash 
into the front end of Carney's car on Nov. 18, 
1982. Carney was pronounced dead at the 
scene of the accident. 

Assistant States' Atty. Matt Chancey, 
charged that regardless of the fact that he 
has narcolepsy, Barnes' blood test, taken at 
the accident scene, showed a .12 percent 
alcohol content, a .02 percentage excess over 
the state mandated .10 percent, drunken 
driving classification. 

Chancey charged that Barnes' lack of 
sleep and his drinking were the causes of the 
accident. 

Barnes testified that^he pulled off the road 
to sleep while on the way to his brother's 
home in Antioch after visiting two bars and 
ingesting four beers. 

Further defense testimony revealed that, 
after waking, he continued his dri.vc to An- 
tioch from the intersection of Grand Ave. and 
Rte. 45. 

Barnes testified that he remembered 
nothing after he turned north on Rte. 83 until 
Carney's horn woke him seconds before the 
accident, which occurred two miles north of 
the intersection of Grand Ave. ai\d Rte. 83, 

Chancey charged that there are five in- 
tersections, a bridge and a steep curve bet- 
ween the points that Barnes claimed to have 
driven while asleep, charging this to be im- 
possible, I

"I told them that the ruling that assessors
